In contrast with appropriations of 
more than $2,800,000 requested by 
fh“ administration—one of the prin­ 
cipal matters for which the legis­ 
lature was convened in special ses­ 
sion Nov. 29—the senate finance 
committee planned to give funds 
only to a group of colleges and the 
emergency board. 
About $1,500,000 would go to the 
universities for maintenance and 
salaries. The committee had in 
mind giving them another $250,000 
with which to match W PA project 
grants, and to give $240,000 to the 
emergency board. 
Would Share Emergency Fund 
Several state departments which 
sought more money would have to 
share the $240,000 emergency fund. 
An informed person said. Finance 
committeemen said 
the adjutant 
general 
probably 
would 
receive 
$90,000 of the amount for steel 
strike expenses. 
While the house of represent a- 
fovea marked time, awaiting action 
of the senate on appropriations, 
some sentiment developed in the.

Baruch Advice To Senate Interpreted 


As Devoted Party Follower’s Warning ^ 


That President Must Take Action 


By DAVID LAWRENCE 


\ i ’ASHINGTON, March 2—Words of wisdom, words 
»» 
of friendly advice for President Roosevelt, 
words untainted by any political ambition or selfish 
purpose, have been spoken by Bernard M. Baruch to 
the senate committee investigating the causes of un­ 
employment. 
Mr. Baruch held during war-time a position of 
responsibility second only to that of Gen. Pershing. 
To him was entrusted the task of mobilizing the in­ 
dustrial resources of th© nation in fighting the war. 
He had the opportunity to impose excessive regula­ 
tion, to use extensive powers arbitrarily, to fix 
prices, to limit output, in short, to do all those things 
for war purposes which it now is being sought to 
do by the new deal for purposes of fighting the de­ 
pression. 
Yet out of an abundant experience with the Amer­ 
ican economic system, Mr. Baruch utters words of 
caution. He does not believe in frustrating economic 
or human laws. He urges that evils and abusee be 
curbed and eliminated, but that experiments for ex­ 
perimentation's sake be abandoned and that the ad­ 
ministration choose between a system of private ini­ 
tiative properly restrained and a system of regimen­ 
tation that will lead eventually to economic disin­ 
tegration and ruin. 
No man in the Democratic party has been a more 
faithful giver of funds, and without hope of reward, 
too. No man in the democratic group of Ola Wilson 
followers bas been personally more devoted to the 
President that has Mr. Baruch. While others criticiz­ 
ed and engaged in verbal attacks and sarcastic 
speeches, the former head of th*’ war industries 
board confined his effort to personal persuasion at 
the White House. Again and again, he urged a coun­ 
sel of moderation and urged upon the President not 
to try to put reform too far ahead of recovery. But 
to no avail.

T 
H E fact that Mr. Baruch speaks his mind so com­ 
prehensively to the senate committee now is 
significant apparently of his belief that the time 
comes in a crisis when it is the duty of every man 
of standing to put aside considerations of friendship 
and give the public the benefit ot his knowledge and 
experience. 
The members of the senate, both Republicans and 
Democrats, know Mr. Baruch well. They know that, 
ever since war days, he has not been actively en­ 
gaged in business, but has been spending his time 
and money on 
research into national problems, 
hoping to he of help in formulating progressive na­ 
tional policies. 
Mr. Baruch is what might be called an intelligent 
‘‘liberal.’’ He has no sympathy with the blindness of 
the forces of reaction, even though his early years 
were spent in Wall Street. As a philanthropist and 
public-spirited member of the New York community, 
Mr. Baruch has become one of America's most re­ 
spected elder statesmen. 
For th© last five years, many people have at times 
attributed to Mr. Baruch an influence over new deal 
policies which was very much exaggerated. He has 
been accused of foisting the NRA on the govern­ 
ment, but the truth is his advice was more often 
ignored than accepted, something which is by no 
means to his discredit, because the public knows 
today, in his first extended statement on national 
economic policy, that his views are those of a sane 
liberal who believes in the system of private initia­ 
tive aud not those of a radical or empiricist. 
Mr. Baruch puts his finger on basic causes. He 
sees in our inequitable tax laws the origin of the 
feeling of insecurity which prevails throughout the 
business world. He is dubious about the future only 
because he wonders whether government, and parti­ 
cularly congress, will wake to the dangers of inde­ 
cision which lie across the path of the new deal, the 
zigzagging from side to side and the constant 
threats to the investment of the citizen’s savings. 


q-'HE war-time leader does not exonerate business 
* 
from blame, but points to faults that need cor­ 
rection. It is easy to see that Mr. Baruch believes 
Mr. Roosevelt has selected the wrong approach and 
that it would have been better if he had followed the 
Woodrow Wilson formula. The war-time President 
knew there were social as well as economic evils 
in America, but he did not believe in tampering with 
what was good in order to reach at a sporadic evil. 
He felt that it was better to concentrate on doing as 
much as possible to eradicate abuses, but he never 
thought it was wise for the surgeon to use a battle- 
ax. He always advised the scalpel and urged that th* 
knife be used sparingly, at least while the patient 
was being nursed back to health. 
Mr. Baruch’s frankly given advice is interesting 
not because he has said anything that has not been 
said before, though he does express It in well-round- 
ed and pungent phrases. It is interesting because Mr. 
Baruch, more than any other man in America, is a 
staunch Democrat, a faithful follower of the party 
and probably bos given more of his personal fortune 
over the last quarter of a century than has anybody 
else. 
When such a man, after virtually a five-year 
silence, decides to speak out. it means something. 
For here is not an enemy of the party, not an enemy 
of the President, but a devoted friend who asks that 
the White House recognize its responsibility for the 
recession and do the sensible things many business 
men are pointing out should be done to put an end 
to that same recession.

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Nine Questions To Answer 


x ’ IN E questions must be answered before mum- 
cipalities can join successfully in the low rent 
housing program, says the committee on instruction 
and research of the National Association of Housing 
Officials. The committee is trying to ald cities for 
which money already has been earmarked by the 
United States housing authority, as well aa those 
which are seeking housing authority funds. 
Answers to the following questions, It is pointed 
out, should precede arrangements for demolition and 
site selection: 
1. What are the general physical conditions of 
housing in the community? 
2. How much of their Incomes can families pay 
for rent, and what rentals represent the dividing 
line between private and public housing enterprise’ 
3. How many families are there whose incomes 
are such that the amounts they can safely pay for 
rent are below this dividing line? 
4. What Is the relation of housing to crime, de- 
linquency and disease and to the costs of fire, police, 
health and other municipal services? 
5. What trends in the looal population are affect 
ing housing conditions? Is the population increasing 
or decreasing? Is it moving out of certain sections 
and into others? W hy? 
6. What are the conditions of the housing market 
—surplus or shortage? 
7. What are the business and industrial centers 
of employment in relation to the needs and the op­ 
portunities for decent housing? 
8. What sections of the city or outlying suburban 
areas will be best suited for housing for a loug time 
to come? 
9. What and how eau land be secured for low rent 
housing st reasonable prices? 
The way to secure this information and subse­ 
quent steps toward getting USHA approval of pro­ 
posed projects are outlined by the report, 
which 
stresses the importance of cooperation between hous­ 
ing authority and other local governmental depart­ 
ments. Useful ald, the report finds, can be obtained 
from such agencies as the city planning board, the 
tax assessor's office, the building commission . the 
health department, social service agencies and the 
local real estate boa d.

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CITY HALTS POOR 
AID AFTER FUNDS 
DWINDLE TO $414 


All Relief Suspended Until 


Further Finances Can Be

in January. About $2,400 was spent 
extending relief to the city’s in­ 
digent last month but indications 
are that the outlay will reach a 
higher figure this month. 
The finance committee headed 
by Councilman H. J. Kampmann 
will meet shortly with Service- 
Safety Director Fred Gltith. Solici­ 
tor James L. MacDonald and the 
local relief investigator to discuss 
the situation. 
Mayor Howard L. Kelley had 
said relief must be cut in half in 
order to keep withiu the $1,147 
appropriation made by the county 
'fo r relief in March. This would 
mean that a family of five persons 
•would receive $5 instead of $10 for 
15 days. 
City Auditor W. A. Bennett argu­ 
ed that the city could gain nothing 
by holding up relief orders. He said 
county bad set aside $1,147 
fl^ b ic h should be distributed at once, 
the city taking care of any deficit 
from the $3,000 appropriation al­ 
ready available. 
Should the March bills be kept 
within the February figure the city 
will be required to spend about $1,- 
250 of it« appropriation. Grocery 
orders are issued by the city on 
the 1st and 16th of each month 
while orders for coal 
usually are 
given out on the 16th only. 
As Salary Be Fixed 
Director Glulh asked council to 
fix the salary of Roy Stern, case 
worker hired to assist in the re­ 
lief situation. Councilman Joseph 
L. Finney objected to the employ­ 
ment of an out-of-town person. Mr. 
Stern is from Hillcrest. 
Mayor Kelley said an effort had 
been made to hire a Wellsville man 
but no one could qualify. Mr. Gluth 
explained that a case worker must 
have certain qualifications and that

Solicitor MacDonald reported that 
an ordinance would be necessary 
to fix the salary of the relief in­ 
vestigator.

BRITAIN TO BUILD 
HUGE AIR FLEET 


Half Billion Earmarked For 


Expansion Of Sky Forces 


As Rearming Goes On

LONDON, March 2. — Tossing 
more fuel into the roaring rearm a­ 
ment furnace, Britain will spend 
more than a half billion dollars on 
lier airforce in the year beginning 
April I. 
Air estim ates announce today to­ 
taled $557,510,000 — allowing for 
purchase of planes, construction, 
maintenance, borrowed money, in­ 
terests. etc. 
Technically the figure was put 
at 5367.500,000, as against $282.- 
500,000 last year. This total is the 
estim ate for specific and apparent 
expenses on the airforce. 
The larger figure, however, tak­ 
ing 
in 
interest 
charges, 
etc., 
shows the real measure of British 
spending to m ake the British air­ 
force the world's best. 
The figures 
Included 
expendi­ 
tures for the fleet air arm —planes 
attal bed to the naval fleet. 
The indication of Britain’s fever­ 
ish rearming cam e from Viscount 
Sw inton. secretary of state for air, 
in a memorandum accompanying 
estimates that the number of per­ 
sons employed in the aircraft in- 
dustry had increased from 30.000 
in 1933 to a present 90,000. 
This 
did not include persons employed 
in the production of arm am ents or 
other equipment. 
The last estim ate of the number 
of first line British planes was 
2,051, against Germany's 3,000. 


Austrian Nazi Leaders 
Fire Thrusts At Catholics 


B t Th* Ae*o*iat*d Pr**». 
GRAZ. Austria, March 2.—Nazi 
leader* in this center of Austrian 
Nazadom advanced a demand to­ 
day that the traditionally Catholic 
nation modify its relations with the 
Vatican. 
“The concordat must bo chang­ 
ed,’* they said, as the Nazi-inclined 


minister of interior, Arthur Seysz j 
Inquart, continued efforts to molli- J 
fy the excited national socialists. 
Handbills 
assailing 
the church 
were 
distributed. 
They did not. 
however, ask specific changes in 
the concordat or set forth the Nazi 
reason for wishing to alter church- 
state relations. 
Seysz-lnquart. 
whose 
appoint­ 
ment to the Austrian cabinet last 
month was approved by Germany's 
Fuehrer H itler, came here to the 
welcome of an 
estimated 20,000 
Nazis who paraded noisily through 
the city last night by torchlight. 
Police and soldiers did not. inter­ 
fere.

permits, which are issued only af­ 
ter the applicant passes a health 
examination. 
Doctors 
have

w-ith forms to use in conducting 
the 
physical 
examinations. 
The 
permits will be issued by health 
hoard employes only upon presen­ 
tation of th© certificate showing 
the applicant to be free of con­ 
tagious or communicable disease. 
The permit fee is 50 cents. 
For th© accommodation of food 
handlers, the board of health office 
in the municipal building will b© 
open Mondays until 4 p. rn., all 
day Wednesdays and on Thursdays 
from I to 5 p. rn. during March. 
Food handlers must have permits 
not later than March 31 or face 
arrest. 
More than 1.000 permits were 
issued last year. The ordinance 
was enacted several years ago but 
was not enforced until it was reviv­ 
ed last year when health authori­ 
ties were instructed to see that 
the law was complied with.

During

medical science has shown the way, 
not to the mythical “fountain of 
youth,” but to longer life. Science 
has always concerned itself with 
the lengthening of life by com bat­ 
ting disease. An amazing measure 
of success has resulted from these 
efforts. That this is true is shown 
by the increase in the expectation 
of life and by the marked decrease 
In the num ber of, sufferers from 
many diseases. 
The surest guarantee of a long 
life is the possession of a strong 
and sturdy body. To have a strong 
and sturdy body it Is necessary to 
respect it and protect it from u n ­ 
necessary stress and strain. 


Not all of us are born with strong 
bodies. Many are weakened by va­ 
rious 
defects 
arid 
weaknesses. 
Whenever possible, these m ust be 
corrected. 
Proper cating of food rich in cer­ 
tain substances, which are essential
